one but many. In yesterday's issue of 
the Standard and in a previous one, all 
'that tlie gDvernmont or its organ say 
irf defence, is that a court of assize has 
not been hold at Nannimo becauso tliere 
was no occasion for it. With a redun- 
dancy of language really refreshing the 
statement (possibly correct) is flaunted 
•'as h sufTicient answer to the various 
improprieties, inconsistencies, vagaries 
and misconduct of the government to 
which Wo have from time to timenllud- 
ed. The complaint ia not so much that 
an assizo Im.s not been held at N;inii)nio 
as that Courts liave not been held 
throughout the province when they 
should have been. While on the do- 
fenso our contemporary should have 
e.xplalned, were that possible, how 
oigtt .months were allowed to elapse 
befori an assize in Victoria — with the 
incarceration during that period of 
prisoners who when brought to trial 
were acquitted. Some explanation 
might have been attempted for Mr. 
Walkem having regulated the Courts

Tho Salfbroeds, 

To thu'^Editoh;— The children of 
men who have married Indian women 
in til i.s province arc provided for in the 
usual way; but the children of men 
bv liuliau women who are not wives 
are not sufiiciently providcl for by law. 
The art of making useful laws is an art 
not practiced in this country and the 
ci eaturcs c.illctl " ministry " aro mere 
politicians, totally unfit to discharge 
the duty of protecting property or pre- 
serving ordoi'. Tiie result of tbi.s in- 
competence is sometimes murdor and 
always tn>cation. A great many of the 
halfbrecds liave been educated and fed 
by the Protestant Oqihan Society and 
and Catiinlic missions; a few have been 
maintained .anil educated by their fath- 
ers, lint the v.ist majority have been 
broiighi. up by a system of indirect tax- 
ation that is creditable to tlie good 
naturi'd people who sub.scribo and to 
the charitable pcr.sons who undertake 
to discharge a duty neglected by tho 
stnto. If wo had ii ministry capable 
of making laws we should say a law is 
neecssaiy to compel father.s to maintain 
their halfbreed children; but our re- 
sponsible ministry despi.se public opin- 
ion and laugh nt common sense. To 
their little minds it seems strange that 
luiy one slioulil speak or write like a 
)iprHon ill tlif habit of thinking. In 
this province there ai'c hundreds of ;i 
halfbreed population who iiiiiy bo re- 
garded us the outcasts of society. They 
have escaped falling into tho hands of 
the Indian departiHCnt; they aro not 
like the Indians, "tiik (MIII.dhkn of 
TUK NATION', ' they have no stair of coni- 
missioiiers and de]n\tieK to ])nt tlieni 
on rcservtitions anil lea\f then) to do 
tiieir ploughing with the pick .ixe. 
They have shortly to live on irbarit.y 
wliilc tlicy are young niid on society 
when tlicy are full grown. A great 
many of them nuisL itnitato tho Me- 
hean.s, live as birds of prey and die on 
the scaflbld. 

The property of every niau should 
bo rcsnonsilile for tho maintenanco of 
his children. There should be no ex- 
ceptions. I in morality ought to be 
taxed, but it is jiatronizcil. Jii tin.' ab- 
sence af any law to provide for the iio- 
gleoted lialt'brecds thepresent .system of 
indirect taxation for their maintenanco 
must continue and tbe ta.K increase. 
Charity cannot permit the children of 
immorality to jierish on the sno'.v, and 
it is compelled by the lovi- of God to 
discharge a duly iieglcoteti by the state. 

Jf we had iniiii.sters capable of doing 
any gooil they would at the ne.xt meet- 
ting of the legislature introduce an act 
empowering an agent to collect and 
levy by distress or othorwiRo from 
every man who has lived with an In- 
dian woman a sum sufUcient to maintain 
her children and his. Every sensible 
man in the province says such a law is 
necessary and tliereforo — it ioi/l not be 
viadf. But the reformation is at hand. 
We have hopes; our people have been 
kapt long enough in the back wood.s by 
the muddler.s who made no roads, no 
laws and iiave never tried to be useful! 
Such a trio is not to be found on tho 
face of the earth. But the light is 
coming. In twelve months wo shall 
see the wLsdoin of tho province in the 
brick building wliere blind chance has 
place her thrcfl pets. It is sure. Tho 
.skilful, goiieroufi, uosjiitablo farmers will 
prove that they arc worthy of being 
called chips of tho old block.

A Northern Pacific train Stopped 
b7 a Horl of Bisons.

The passengers on the last evening's 
train from the Yellowstone had an 
experience exceedingly rare. When 
about two miles from iSentiiiel Butte, 
the dividing line between .Montana and 
Dakota, a herd of si.xtecn buffalo were 
seen a short distance ahead within ea.sy 
range. There were several soldiers on 
board with army rifles, and numerous 
small revolvers were also pointed to- 
ward the excited bhson. A perfect 
volley of lead was poured into the herd, 
but to no otlecb. i'hey bounded away 
over the divide, and were soon lost to 
sight. The passengers had no sooner 
begun the diKcussion of what they had 
seen in years gone by when n danger 
signal from the locomotive brought 
livery one to tlie lookout. A herd of 
twenty or thirty buffalo were making 
directly for the train, and fearing the 
engine would strike them and be thrown 
from tho tracS,' IfieHair-brakcs were set 
and the train broiiglit nearly to a 
standstill, while the buflalo crossed the 
truck a few feet ahead. Every gun 
was again leveled.

Bullets flew in 
every direction, some striking the 
ground ns near as ten feet from the 
train, others raising the dust a mile dis 
tunt. The train moved on slowly, and 
tho volloya of lead cintinued to jiour 
from the guns of the excited i)assangera.

A Social Chango Looked for -with tho 
Ad7ont of an ^stlxotic Frealleut. 

t\Vii^/tiu;(tou Cor. Philadelphia Times.) 
Wa.shington society, perhap.s the tno.^t 
frivolous, tawdry ami mixed of any city 
in tho world, iscongratuluting itself ujion 
the drawing near of what it is pleased 
to call "a polite regime. Washington 
society, cold, calculating and mercurial, 
has jusi; torn down its ostentatious 
mourning for President Garfield ami 
prostrates itself at the feet of his suc- 
cessor with open adulation and genu- 
ine inward lejoicing. Washington so- 
ciety felicitates itself that it has a re- 
presentative in the White House at 
last. The longed for, the devoutly 
wished, has arrived. A social gentle- 
man, an aristocratic single gentleman, 
a super-testhetie gentleman has succeed- 
ed to the throne. In Washington so- 
ciety I do not now mean the official 
and senii-ofllcial workl of Washington, 
which toadies to anything in power, 
and plunges its red noso in the sand 
before anybody in authority, but tho 
blue blood of Virginia and Maryland, 
which runs along thearistocratic suburb 
of Georgetown, and forms the nucleus 
of as pure a civilization and social re- 
finement as can be found in any city 
of the Union. While the leaders of 
this cultured article are for the most 
part wealthy, ■.venlth is not a test of 
membershij), us \ nl!;ur wealth is never 
of the truly best society anywhere. 
This circle onee ruled, but it was in 
Buchanan's time. When Mr. Lincoln 
took the o.xeoutive chair, the man, the 
circumstances, and the woman drove 
the brilliant and cultured jieople of re 
fined society in the hack ground. Lin 
coin was surrounded by rough soldici-.'^, 
and was liimaelf plain, blunt and un- 
couth, caring more for the. smutty 
yarns of the ward -room than for the 
society of ladies. It was a time of 
perpetual wai- and an-xiety, and 
many of 

THi: ciiAUJii:!) cikcm-;, 
Which surrounded Buchanan uiitl his 
predecessors, had friends engagetl on 
the other side. Even had this not been 
tiie ciise, tlie vulgarity of IMr.s. Lincoln 
wouhl have caused all but the oflicial 
circle to hold aloof. The succession of 
Johnson was followed by an attempt 
of the old regime to revive tho glory 
of a former decade, but the scars of 
war were too fresh, and these were torn 
open in the bitterness of the political 
struggle which followed. The society 
of the White House soon fell below 
even its former standard. When the 
advent of Grant came tho manners of 
the mess room and the tawdry evidences 
of shoddy society. The presitlent who 
could deliberately i)ufl' his cigar in the 
face of his lady visitors, and set out a 
bottle of whiskey to his gentlemen 
guests, could not hope to attract the 
cultured, not fail to disgu.st the refined 
of every grade. The second Grunt 
regime was even worse than the first 
in a social point of view, as well as 
political. When .Hayes came in 
througii fraud he introduced the prac- 
tice;) of fraud — made a parade of his 
a.sceficism. He bunislied wine from his 
table, whieli was tho hospitable bouru 
of the nation, with a loud flourish of 
trumpets, and finally banished the 
table itself opt o,E a penurious economy. 
The government had increased the 
presidental salary to 850,000 a year to 
enable the chief executive of the Am- 
erican people to entertain in a way 
suited to its e.valted station. The 
Western president responded by putt- 
ing it in his pocket. Hayes not only 
did this, but drew his salary quarterly 
or monthly in advance, contrary to law^. 
Mr& Hayes was the head of the house- 
hold. She was a very good old-fash- 
ioned woman, and took society to be a 
magnified Sunday School class, of 
which, ex (>fficio, her husband was 
superintendent. IMr. Hayes, the fraud, 
was succeeded by 

.MR. GARFIELD, THE SCHOLAR. 

Mr. Garfield had always found life 
too short for society of anything but 
books and politics. In this he was 
assisted by a plan, siiniilo and intellec- 
tual wife They brought with them, 
as their predecesiror had done, the 
simple Western habits of life and the 
crude Western culture. There was 
nothing in either of them to promise a 
brilliant era in tlie White House. Thus, 
to review them briefly, two consecutive 
decades of Washington societ}', which, 
sinking yearly further und further 
away from the Ivxecutive Mansion, 
gave placo to the semi-political, semi- 
official mixed democratic clement 
which swarms about each successive 
head of tho government — the chief in- 
gredients being ofEcial position and 
toadyism. With tho advent of Presi- 
dent Arthur, of New York, wo are told 
to prepare for polite regime." The 
frosty edge of aristocratic breeding is 
to be turned toward the parvcnues who 
have infested the Executive Mansion. 
There is to bo something more under 
the reign of .\rthur than more 
political lunches, cold and dry state 
dinners, public receptions and praj crs, 
cold tea and whiskey. Because, .saya 
the Washington social world, Arthur 
ia a gentleman by IjiirtU and breeding, 
and he wiU live like a gentleman. It. 
ia this idea which brings out the con- 
gratulation and happy anticipation of 
the supcncsthetical fashionable world. 
If thoy are not permitted to enjoy the 
hospitalities of the Executive Mansion 
themselves, the individual members of 
this circle feel that in the president 
they Uav© an honored representativa 
There will be select receptions at v^hich 
tho rabble will beexcludoil; there will 
be dinners to somebody else than pub. 
fanes, apd oW v«omen; there will 
be wiae. a,t these dinners, and good 
wine, too; there will be dancing, per- 
haps, also, a visiwi \yhicb. fills the 
Washington luind with, pleasurable au- 
ticipati.oiiv. ^n tihoi't^ the'polito regime 
iuclu(d9s all that fashionable Wasliing- 
toft soipiety tiqmands.,. , : . , ., . y • .

As an isleveniibis: con- 
ceded to be tiie best that ever left Eng- 
land, though the Australian eleven, 
who played in San Francisco a few 
years ago, possessed one or more bril- 
liant [ilayers thanare toliefound in this 
team. Alfred Shaw, of Nottingham, 
the captain of feam, isja^ slior^-,s|ou,t;; 
pleasant-faced gentleraeii, about toifty' 
years of age. For tho past ten yeuri- 
he has held the t0|) rank as a bowler in 
England, and tht; credit ui being the 
only man who could puzzle the heavy 
butters of the .\ustralian eleven. He 
is a good, .safe batter, and tj first-class 
captain, handling liis men to the best 
advantage withoutany fuss or bullying. 
John Selby is also a Nottingham lamb. 
He plays "cover point," is a brilliant 
fielder and a fine dashing batsman. In 
lS7Shehaii the liest county average, 
28.. 'J, and in five matches this year has 
averaged 28. J. Lillywhite, a nephew 
of the celebrated Lillywhite, is a Sus- 
sex num. He is what is called a cun- 
ning bowler, und is generally put on to 
break down :i good batsman. He first 
visitetl .-Vmerica ill ISGS with Willis- 
her's team, und is ttboiit the same age as 
Shaw, and, by strange coincidence, is 
just the same size and mould, and al- 
ways dresses exactly like him. George 
Uglett, captain of the York County 
hnevcn, is the best all-round player in 
England. He has the best average for 
bowling and butting and thisyear has 
uvcrug(!il ,'17.17 ill nineteen innings and 
for a top score is credited with 111' 
against Surrey. He plays "point" and 
bowls. W. Bates is a Y'orkshireman, 
also. Ho is a good bowler and steady 
batsman. Ho .scored 108 this season 
against Kent. K. Fillings, of Lancas- 
hire, is tho best wicket keeper in Eng- 
land, but is a poor bat. E. Peate is the 
youngest man in the team, and perhaps 
the. beat bowler. In 1880 he was the 
only bowler that took 100 wickets in 
county mutches. This year he bowled 
4,050 bulls for Y'orksiiiro for 100 wick- 
eta, at a cost of 11.83 runs each. E. 
G. Barlon,of Lancashire, is a good bowl- 
er and careful bat. In the field he plays 
"point." W. Midwinter, of Gloucester- 
shire, is a big man und a good batter. 
In the field ho jiluys mid-wicket ofl". 
Thomas Enimitt,of Yorkshire, is a good 
batter und a fine all round player. He 
was one of the team Lord Hurri.s took 
to Australia. W. Scottan is a good 
fielder, a sure catch and a line thrower. 
The attendance on the first day of the 
match was poor, but tho playing was 
^ood, and though the visitors had 
much the best of the game they were 
[lut out for less runs than they Iiave 
made in any match in America.

William Laird in 1821, and the fi-st 
iron vessel constructed on the Mersey 
was launched from this yard in 1829.
